At this tim e the 87th. w’as under 
the com mand of General Milroy, 2nd 
brigade. 2nd division, 8th army corps, 
who held W inchester 
and it was 
there it m et th e advance of Bodes’ 
division of Ewell’s corps and where 
it barely escaped capture after a loss 
of 112 men. when alm ost surrounded 
by the superior forces of the enemy. 
It was near the place, a t C arter’s 
Woods, where Johnston H. Shelly, 
who had served with Company E, 
W'as m ortally wounded on June 15, 
1863, and whose body was brought 
to G ettysburg in 1864, for interm ent. 
TTie w riter does no know whether 
any members of Com pany E. survive. 
One of tile members of the 87th. 
Major Calvin G ilbert

(AP)- Lincoln t 
Ellsworth and his copilot are safe j 
aboard a rescue ship today, dram at­ 
ically snatched from death in the 
Antarctic one week before starvation 
threatened their lives. 
Both are well, although Ellsworth I 
is .‘offering from a slight cold. The 
men will reach New Zealand in 
about ten days. 
The rescue ship Discovery II, sent 
out jointly by the British and Ca- | 
nadian governments, found Ells­ 
worth and Herbert Rollick-Kenyon. 
his Canadian copilot, Friday in Lit­ 
tle America. 
The airmen, who started cut from 
the Weddell Sea to make the first 
flight across the Antarctic conti­ 
nent, had provisions sufficient only 
to sustain them until next Friday. I 
They had been unreported since No­ 
vember 23. 
Wireless messages from the relief 
expedition disclosed Ellsworth and 
Hollick-Kenyon ran out of fuel. 
A 
damaged 
radio 
transmitter 
kept 
them from sending out word of their 
plight. 
The rescue was described fully in 
this message: 
"On first arrival in the Bay of 
Whales, an orange-colored (cloth) 
with a tent was observed on the 
barrier face. 
“A rocket fired from the ship was 
not answered. 
A Moth (airplane) 
flew to Little America, five miles 
distant. 
Kenyon emerged. 
A food 
parachute was dropped with letters. 
“Kenyon advanced and met the 
ships party. 
He was received on 
board at 12:55 a. rn. January 16. 
He reported Ellsworth alive but suf­ 


fering from a slight cold. 
“The ship’s party is advancing to 
meet Ellsworth. (A subsequent mes­ 
sage disclosed the explorer was tak- 
cii aboard.) 
Sledged L a s t 20 miles 
“The American airmen state they 
ran out of fuel twenty miles from 
Little America, on a bearing of 165 
d( grees, and .sledged on. 
’ Kenyon is very fit. 
“A transmitter switch caused the 
radio failure." 
Hopes for the safety of the men 
had been revied Friday with a brief 
message from the discovery that an 
unidentified airplane and man had 
been sighted by it. 
The explorers set out November 
23 across Antarctica from Dundee 
Island to the Ross Sea. 
Dundee Island is 600 miles south 
of Cape Horn, southernmost tip of 
South America; and the Ross Sea 


is south cf New Zealand. 
Although some despaired for their 
safety as long days passed with no 
further word alter their take-off, 
experienced 
explorers 
contended 
that they might have been unre­ 
ported simply because they were out 
of wireless range. 
The British and Australian gove- 
ernments finally launched their res­ 
cue expedition January I. the Dis­ 
covery II sailing from Dunedin, N. 
Z, bearing stores of supplies and 
two airplanes, designed to make 
searching flights if the ship could 
not locate the men. 
Another rescue vessel, the Wyatt 
Earp, supply ship of the Ellsworth 
expedition, was en route to Little 


America under the command of Sir 
Hubert Wilkins to join the search. 
The Wyatt Earp bore a plane 
flown from the United States to 
South America by Dick Merrill, and 
equipped with skis and pontoons 
also to undertake searching flights.
